in  the  Record 


During  the  course  of  six 
years,  the  football  program 
has  developed  from  a  club 
program  into  a  legitimate 
Division  I-AA  team. 

The  quality  of  the  players 
has  improved  over  the  last 
few  seasons.  The  1995  re- 
cruiting class  consisted  of 
eight  players  who  competed 
in  the  North-South  All-Star 
game  and  two  players  who 
took  part  in  the  Shrine  Bowl. 
The  number  of  scholarships 
available  to  the  football  team 
continues  to  grow  each  sea- 
son. 

Although  the  1995  team 
ended  the  season  with  a  1- 
10  record,  it  didn't  reflect 
the  effort  the  team  put  into 


the  games.  The  Bucs  were  a 
very  young,  but  talented 
team  this  season.  There 
were  25  plus  freshmen  who 
had  to  step  up  and  perform 
in  game  situations. 

The  Bucs'  only  win  of  the 
season  came  on  the  road 
against  Morehead  State.  Not 
only  did  it  break  the  Bucs' 
long  losing  streak,  it  marked 
the  program's  first  ever  win 
against  a  Division  I-AA 
team. 

The  Bucs  also  got  a  taste 
of  what  nationally-ranked 
teams  are  like  when  they 
played  Troy  State  and 
Hofstra  back  to  back.  Both 
were  undefeated  and  ranked 
in  the  top  eight  in  Division  I- 


AA  football.  The  Bucs  also 
performed  well  against  na- 
tionally-ranked Liberty  Uni- 
versity in  a  tough  Home- 
coming loss.  According  to 
head  coach  David  Dowd  it 
"was  the  best  team  effort  of 
the  season." 

The  Bucs  also  put  up  good 
performances  against  sev- 
eral of  the  in-state  teams. 
On  the  road  in  Orangeburg, 
the  Bucs  had  their  best  ever 
performance  against  the 
S.C.  State  Bulldogs.  The 
game  was  close  right  up  till 
the  last  six  minutes.  The 
team  also  suffered  a  tough

Volleyball 
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Conference  Champs 
Looking  For  a  Repeat 


The  clock's  ticking  down. 
It's  the  championship  game. 
You're  down  by  one  to  the 
top  seeded  team.  All  of  a 
sudden  you're  on  the  floor 
celebrating  the  capture  of 
the  championship.  It  can 
happen.  Just  ask  any  mem- 
ber of  the  1994-95  Big  South 
championship  team. 

The  Bucs  captured  the 
title  when  Eric  Burks  hit  a 
jumper  in  the  closing  sec- 
onds of  the  game  to  give  the 
Bucs  the  win  over  UNCG, 
68-67.  The  celebration  of 
the  Bucs'  finest  season  in 
eight  years  would  last  for 
months,  but  soon  they  had 
to  focus  on  defending  the 
championship  in  the  up- 
coming season. 


Head  coach  Gary 
Edwards  began  this  process 
by  producing  a  great  class 
of  freshman  recruits  that 
would  have  to  step  in  and 
make  up  the  production  and 
ability  to  produce  lost  by 
the  departure  of  Big  South 
player  of  the  year  Eric 
Burks,  in  addition  to  the 
departure  of  guard  Shawn 
Nelson.  Seasoned  veterans 
such  as  junior  guard  Brett 
Larrick,  senior  forward  T.L. 
Latson  and  senior  center 
Chad  Kartchner  will  be 
called  upon  to  lead  the  in- 
coming freshmen  such  as 
6'8"  forward  Mike  Sales  and 
6'4"  guard  Adam  Larrick, 
younger  brother  of  Brett 
Larrick. 


In  addition  to  the  replace- 
ment of  Burks,  the  Bucs 
faced  another  challenge  — 
a  very  tough  schedule.  The 
Bucs  saw  the  likes  of  the 
Florida  Gators  and  the 
Golden  Gophers  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  game  up  at  in- 
state rival  Clemson. 

One  of  the  biggest  games 
in  the  history  of  CSU  bas- 
ketball came  about  on  Dec. 
18  when  the  Bucs  took  off 
for  Nevada  to  take  on  the 
powerful  Runnin'  Rebels  of 
the  University  of  Nevada- 
Las  Vegas.  After  losing  three 
straight  games  the  Bucs  had 
high  hopes  of  turning  the 
upset  into  reality.  Led  by  a 
23  point,  7-for-14,  perfor- 


mance by  Brett  Larrick  the 
Bucs  did  just  that.  They 
defeated  the  Runnin'  Rebels 
63-55  for  one  of  the  biggest 
wins  in  CSU  history. 

The  Bucs  continued  their 
winning  ways  and  in  the* 
process  had  Larrick  and  T.L. 
Latson  earn  back-to-back 
player  of  the  week  honors 
early  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary. Heading  into  late  Janu- 
ary and  early  February,  the 
Bucs  began  their  defense  of 
the  Big  South  title  with  thei 
start  of  conference  play.

Last  season  the  Lady 
Bucs  finished  8-20,  but  their 
record  wasn't  a  true  reflec- 
tion of  the  team.  In  approxi- 
mately half  of  their  losses, 
the  outcome  was  decided 
by  a  very  narrow  margin. 
These  losses  included  some 
tough  and  close  ones 
against  Big  South  teams, 
including  a  70-78  loss  to 
UNC  Greensboro  in  the  sec- 
ond round  of  the  Big  South 
tournament. 

Knowing  that  the  Lady 
Bucs  needed  improvement 
his  past  season,  Francello 
ecided  to  "aerobicize"  the 
omen  during  the  pre- 
eason.  As  part  of  their  prac- 
ice  regime,  they  were  re- 


quired to  work-out  with  an 
aerobics  instructor.  He  also 
recruited  five  new  players, 
including  junior  college 
transfers:  Wendy  Dieterlen, 
Jeanette  Sayers,  and  Star 
Weng;  and  freshmen:  Sandi 
Dodson  and  Carrie 
Johnson.

Since  her  freshman  year  she 
has  led  the  team  in  scoring. 
Last  year  was  her  best  year 
with  520  points,  averaging 
18.6  points  per-game  and 
the  top  free  throw  percent- 
age in  the  Big  South  with  an 
80.8  percentage.  She  was 
in  the  top  two  in  scoring 
and  assists  in  the  Big  South 
as  well  as  being  named  to 
the  first  All-Big  South  team 
and  the  Big  South  All-Player 
of  the  Year  Candidate.  She 
was  also  a  Big  South  player 
of  the  week  on  Feb.  5. 

The  Lady  Bucs  have  im- 
proved their  game  drasti- 
cally. They  had  one  of  the 
best  records  in  the  history 
of  Bucs'  basketball  since  its 


inception  in  1976.  (At  a  little 
over  the  half  way  point  of 
the  season  the  Lady  Bucs 
were  at  7-12)  and  were  2-5 
in  the  conference.

Plagues  Men's  Cross  Country 


Over  the  hills  and 
through  the  woods  to  the 
finish  line  they  go.
